B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. The tenant of a holding, subject to the Ulster Tenant Right Sale of 

Custom, or of a usage corresponding thereto, may sell his tenancy * e n D f f e n r cy 
for the best price that can be got for the same, and the regulations Custom, 
and provisions contained in section one of the Land Law (Ireland) 

Act, 1881, with respect to the sale of tenancies shall not apply to 
10 such sale. 

Provided that within one month after such sale shall come to the 
knowledge of the landlord, he may apply to the Court to declare 
the sale void for reasonable and sufficient grounds ; and the Court 
may, if it think fit, and that the just interests of the landlord so 
15 require, declare the sale to be void. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Ulster Custom Enforcement Short title.
